VVith 
this fort of hel-hounds this godly Sermon (though not of pur- 
poſe) doth chiefly encounter, and vvith innincible argumts 
beateth them dowune flat tothe ground : aſſuring all flesh 
of that great and generall Reſurrettion,uubich entry true 
Chriſtians bound both in heart to beleeue , andwvith bus 
mouth to confeſſe: hovvſoener the prophane Atheiſt in the

thervviſe fancie to himſelfe wot vvithout his ovune reme- 
dileſſe damnation , wnleſſe in time he do repent him of his

Saint Auguſtine partcth all the people in the world 
into rwo companies: the ſynagogue of Sathan, and the 
Church of God: into Babylon and Icrufalem: intothe 
ſonnesof the earth,and the Citizens of heauen. In which 


_ nowarcall the godly hauing their conucrſation in hea- 


uen :that is, behauing them ſelues as free Burgeſles of Ie- 
ruſalem which is aboue. 

Manie Cities in the world haue lawes and cuſtomes 
diftering one from another, yet not ſo contrarie, but one 
may emoy freedome ofdiuerſeat once, But heauenand 
earth haue ſo continuall and ſo ynreconcileable variance 
as no peacecan be compounded berweene them, For he 
that is free to the one, muſt be disfranchized in the other: 
hechart is friend totheone, muſt be foe to the other : he 
that hath giuen his faith to che one Fmult ſweare againſt 
the other. It is as poſlible for light ro agree with darknes, 
for life to befriends with death , for the ArlgigtGod and 
the idol Dagonto lodge quictly in one place,as for aman 
to ſerue God and Mammon : to be true to the Lordand 
the world:to be free Deniſon beneath and abouegto haue 
ancarthly anda heauenly conuerfation,

Therefore Elias doth ſharply reprouethe people of Il- 
racll for halnng betweene two opinions, in following

The Samaritans for feare of Lyons which deuoured 
t>em,had aPrieft ſent vato them to teach them the true - 
ſeruice of God, yet withall they retained their old {uper- 
ſtition and affetion coſe natine Idolles, and ſo be- 
came Mungrelles in religion, neither faithtull worſhip- 


- pers of thetrue God, nor kinde tollowers of their falſe

Naman the Syrian, after he was clcanſcd of his Jepro- 
ſic, made a yoweto offer incenſe or ſacrifice to none but 
vnto the Lord: yethe will need.s go with his Maiſter 
intothe houſe of Rimmon, whereby he may keepe the 
kings fauour, keepe his authoritie, continue hishonomr, 
enioy his wealth, andthis isto ſeeke to reconcile heauen 
and earth together. 4. Reg. 5.18. 

Nicodemus his caſe was much like, who would glad- 
ly beaDiſciple of Chriſt, yer commethto him by night, 
that he might not looſehis credirofthe world. 4oh.3.2. 

Hatth. 19.10, Therecame a young man to Chriſt, 
vcetic delirous to knowe what conuerſation to vic in 
earth, that he might obraine cternall life in heauen, Our 
Sauiour letteth him ſce the way to obedience ofthe com- 
mandements : Thou shalt not ſteale: thou shalt not kill,e>c. 
Saith the young man, If thus be all I am in good caſc: all 
theſe haue I obſerucd from my youth. Chriſt meaning 
to ſift him, andtoſhakehim out of the ragges of hypo- 
criſie;willeth him to (ell all,and to giueto the poore,&c, 
W hen he heard this, the caſe was altered, and he went 
away ſoric that he could not hold his poſlcſtons and 
Chriſt together. This young man is nowe become wo

anda grandfather ofmany children intheſe dayes, who 
will bethoughtto be Egles in affeftion to ſoare alofr,and 
yetareſnailes with their houſes vpon their backes , and 
creepevpon theecarth, 474 

Theſc haue ſquinting eyes, with the one lookingat 
the heauens: with the other beholding theearth : theſe 
beoutlawes who arc faithtull ro no common wealth,in- 
different men in fations, who fanour no fide: theſe be 


ſuch cakes as the Prophet Ofeas (peaketh of, baked vp v- 


pon the one fide, and raw yponthe other, neither hote 
nor cold , and therefore to be ſpaced out ofche mouth of 
God. ; 

Indeede they are carthly minded , but in ſhewe hea- 
uenly affeQed : their rongues and countenaunce, their 
wordes andlookes are holy : buttheir hearts and hands, 
their affections and ations are worldly. The marke and 
brand ofthe fleſh can not more ficly be ſet ypon any,then 
ypon many who carrica zcale of holy protelſion. Let 
. many aske their owne hearts whether I lay truch, and 
they ſhall receineanſwer, I lye nor. They muſt confelle, 
that they are trees full of Jeaues , bur voyd of trute: dung- 
hilles coucred with ſnowe, white without and foule 
within, 

Thecaſeofthe foxe is more worth then his carkafle, 
and theprofeſsion oftheſe men ſomthing to be eſteemed: 
butthe body oftheir bchaniour is vile & nothing worth, 
They arepainted graues: intruth they be citizens of the 
world, though in ſhew they pretend this rowmduz, this 
heauenly conuerfation, | 

But the true ſcruants of God, although in infirmitie 
without perfeQion, yet inſinceritie without difsimula- 
tion, in minde andaffeCtion arc heauenly, and hauetkeir 
B ij 
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conuerfation as citizens of Ieruſalem which is aboue: 
they acknowledge them ſelues to be pilgrims and ſtran- 
gers, hauing here no abiding citic, but looke for one, 
whole maker and builder is God, They arc in the world, 
but not ofthe world : they vſethe world as though they 
vſed it not: they do cſtceme their houſes as Innes to reft 
io, notas manſions todwellin for cuer: they know that 
all the manifold graces ofGod in the mind, inthe bodic, 
withoutthebodie, aretaken of their Maiſter, and they 
but ſtewards thereof. | 

They vſeall worldly commodities as ſtanes in their 
hands, which they will ſet downeat thelaſt ſtep oftheir 
tourney : or as oares to rowe with , which readily they 
will leauc when they come to the hauen where they 
would be. Their vnderſtanding is lightened with Gods 
eriith : their affeftions are ſtrengthened by his will : their 
ations are reformed by his word. They looke not backe 
with delighttotheir old ſinnes, as Lots wite to Sodome, 
nor returne with their hearts to Egyptagaine with the 
murmuring 1ſraclites, neither wiſh they to tarrie on this 
{ide Tordane without the land of promiſe, as Ruben and 
Gad, and halte £Manaſſes did: but as Danielopened his 
windowes toward Icruſalem, ſothey lift yp their eyes to 


| heauen,and ſend thither their ſighes and grones in aducr- 


ſie, teſtifying thar all their refuge is there : and lift vp 
their voyces with praiſe whE matters go well withthem, 
conteſting that all good gifts come from aboue. 

As the Eglecalteth her bil and renueth her youth,and 
asthe ſnake ſtripperh of her'skin and becometh ſmooth; 
ſo they leaue therottenragges of Adams corruption,and 
putonthe 1nnocencieof Chriſt, which is the wedding 
garment wherewith vnleſſc we be clothed , we ſhall be 

ſhut

ſhut out from the marriage feaſt. If God threaten, they 
tremble, if he ſhew footth hislouing countenance, they 
are cheercd atthe heart: ifheteach, they giue diligent at- 
rendance: if he corre&t, they humble them (ſclues. They 
1ibor in worldly cauſes, but not with worldly aftetions: 
they giue obedicnce to lawfull rulers, not as to men, but 
as to the licutenantsof God: they walke vpon the carth 
with the fecte of their bodies, but intheir deſires , which 
arethe feer or rather the wings ofthe mind,they are con- 
uerſant in heauen. 

The workes of darkneſle are weariſome vnto them, 
becauſe, they are children of the light: the frutes of the 
fleſh are lothſometo them, becauſe God hath renuedrhE 
by his ſpirit: the freedom of Gods adoption is moſt ſweet +. 
vato them, hauing eſcaped the ſlaueric of Saran. 

W hatſocuer 1s purely good, they delire it with their 
whole hart : what 1s meerely cull, they hate ic with per- 
fe hatred: things indifferent, which are good oreuill 
as they are yſed or abuſed, in them they are carctull to 
make profit, and heedfull not to offend: in all things they 
firſt ſeckethe glorie otGod, and nexttheir owne (alua- 
ton. 

This is thenarrow way that leaderhto life: this is the 
delight of Gods Saints in carth: this is to haue a heauenly 
conuerſation : which may not be thought a matter of de- 
uice or imagination, as if no ſuch wereto be found, like 
Platoes common wealth,or Zenophons king, ſome dnia 
ofa heauenly conuerſation. 

I aydatthefirſt ,that none haue ic in perfeftion, but 
euctic one lefſeor more muſt haue it withoutdifſimula» 
tion. For noneare perte& inthis life : the brighceſt fire 
hath ſome ſmoke, the cleereſt water ſome mudde.

The face of Venus wy mole: the moſt heauenly affe- 
Aion hath ſome infetion ofthecarth, Noah the ſeede of 
theſecond world and thereliqueof rhe firſt , was yet 0- 
uertaken with wine: Lot was a righteous man,yetfoully 
defiled with inceſt : Davida man after Gods owne heart, 
yet had he not (mall ſlips but groſle falles : Sa/omona wilc 
king, yet bewitched with women: Peer a great Apoſtle 
yetan Apoſtatafor atime, © *, | 

But why do I vpbrayd ihe naked infirmitics of the fa- 
thers, ſceing all fleſh hath corrupted his wayes, and none 
can ſay, my heart is cleane or my handes innocent. And 
yet God hath his flock, although it be but a litl- one:and 
Chriſt hath his Church, his familic, although they be 
fewc init, God hath his number in carth which infince- 
ritic without hypocriſie hauetheir conuerſacion in hea- 
uen.Euery man may bea witneſſeto himſelte,to whether 
number he belongeth, by that rule which S. _Yuguſtine 
hath ſet downein Pſal. 6.4. Duas cinitates duo faciunt 
amores : Hieruſalem facit amor Dei: Babiloniam, amor [- 
cult. Interroget ergo ſe quiſque quid amet, inueniet unde 


ſi cius, Twoloues maketwo Cities : the loue of God, 


makerh Jeruſalem; the loue ofthe world, Babylon. 
Thereforeletcueric man deale truely with his owne 
heart, and 1neuen ballances lay all his doings, puttin 
thereto ſuch loue as he hath. Ifit bethe loue of God, it wi 
liftcthem vp, and ſhewthemto be heauenly: ifche louc of 
the world ſet them a worke, it wil bewray their conucr- 
fatid to be oftheea:th. To execute iuſtice with a ſtraight 
hand, to cheriſhverrue, to rootevp vice, to foſter reli- 


gion,to baniſh ſuperſtition,todo any good,to eſchue any 


cuill, for anic other cauſe bur in loue and obedience ynto 
God,is not to hauean heautly buran earthly coucrlation.

The ſpider ofa drie ſlime which commeth off her bo- 
dic, weaueth her webbe, and ſetteth hernets to takethe 
flie which is her foode: and many times when curiouſly 
ſhe hath finiſhed her worke, ablaſt of winde taketh her 
and it away : ſotheloue of the world cauſcth mapieto 
wearie their bodies, troubletheir wittes , breake their 
ſleepe, to ſet nets for commodities which are bur ſmall, 
and bythe laſt breath ofour lite caried away. The loue 
of the world which ruleth in vs by corruption ofnarure, 
and cuſtome of lite, withdraweth vs from ſuch cyn- 
uerſation as is heauenly : whereas the loue of God if itbe 
- butasagraincof multard ſeed? , doth ſeaſon all our do- 
ings, and cleareth them from earthly corruption. 

Therforelct cuery man as he groweth in veares, ſo go 
forward in goodneſle, increaſe in faith, in knowledge, in 
yertue, inthe louc ofGod : decreaſcirrignorance, in infi- 
deliric, in yice, inthe lone of the world. As our ageand 
gray haires come on, ſolct our olde conuerſation yaniſh 
away,putting on the new man in holinefle of bchautour: 
the nearer we come to our heauenly countrey , to wiſh 
and deſire it the more. For as the child in the wombe is 
more quick and ſtrong the ncarer the time of birth com- 
meth : ſo ir ſhould be with vs. For as Chry/oftome layrh, 
Nos ſummns in mundo vt puellus in vtero : and happicare 
they thataredayly more quicke and ſtrong in godlinefle 
ofl:fe; that may with a. good conſci-nce fay as Paw/edoth 
here, Our conucrſacion or citic ike behauiour is in hea- 
ucn. 

The caule which draweth yp mens hearts 1n deſire & 
affection to heaucn, is the ſauiour the Lord Ielus Chriſt, 
Thebraſen ſerpent was lift vp in the wilderneffe, thay; ... 
the people being ſtong might be healed 8& liuc:the ſonne®:”: 
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ofman islifred ypon the croſle, lifted vp and ſet inthe 
view ofall men by thepreaching of the Goſpell : and by 
his glorious aſcenſion into heaucn, draweth all their 
hearrsto him that lookefor faluation in him: they feare 
him as their Lord, louc him as their Ieſus,reucrence him 
as their Chriſt: they kiſſe himas their Sauiour , that find 
and feele by the ſealeof Gods ſpirit that God hath made 


- him Chriſt, appointed himandannointed him to be a 


Lord and king to gouernethem, a Prieſt to ſacrifice him 
ſclfc for them, a Prophetto teach and inſtruct them. 

What greater daunger thento haucounr cogitations 
and affcions as traitors and rebelles to worke treaſon 
within vs, and to conſpire our deſteution? and whar 
happier benefire, then to haue them tamed, changed, and 
made pliable in obedience to an heauenly goucrnment? 
This profite Chriſt worketh in his people, being their 
Lord to rulethem, and this kingdome we pray for dayly 
rocome ynto vs. 

Whartgreater diſcomfort then to ly in darkneflc,and - 
to liuc in ignorance? and what ſweeter mercie, then to 
hauc our cycs opencd, and the brightneſle of heauenly 
knowledge to ſhine about vs? This commoditie our Sa- 
uiour beſiowerh vpon vs, andis made Chriſt our Pro- 
phertor this end. 

No perill is ſo fearfull as to be out of Gods fauour,nor 
bleſſing ſo chearefull asto beat peace with him. Our Sa- 
uiour 10 loue hath giuen him ſelfe for vs a ſweet ſmelling 
lacrifice,and in him the Father is pleaſed with vs. 

Daniel was in great danger among the Lyons : yer his 
bodie could but be hurt, for his foule was comforted in 
that he ſuffered forthe Lord: but mankind was in milſc- 
rableplight being iultly condemned body and ſoule _

hell. Chriſt hath reached forth his hand, and drawea vs 
out ofthe iawes ofthe Lyon, and is become a Teſus,a Sa- 
uiour vnto vs. 

Therefore ſecingas Chriſt is the mine where all theſe 
treaſures 1ye hid, the tewell houſe where all theſe peatles 
are heaucnaly gouernment, he is the Lord: heaueniy in- 
ſtruftion, he is Chriſt a Prophet: heauenly reconcilia- 
tion, heis Chrilt a Prieſt: heauenly redemprion, he is Ic- 
ſus a Sauiour. It is no maruell though the hearts of Gods 
children be with him , who hath in ſtore all theſe trea- 
ſurcs for them. The marchant hath his minde in thoſe 
places where h1s goods are, and whence he hopeth for 
commoditic, The husbandmans hearr is in the harueſt, 
which isthe end ofhis labour and the hopeof his paine. 
Profit will carrie mens deſires verie fatre , cuen through 
the world, yea to heauen: and happicare they which 
yenture the fartheſt, for in this hte there is notrue treaſure 
to be found. ; 

The minde of man is wider thenthe world, and no- 
thing inthe world can fill it. Naythe mo worldly things 
that arc heaped into it, the moreit retcheth as whitlea- 
ther, and is more voydand emprie. Few things will fuf- 
fiſethe bodie: butall is not inough to ſatisfie the mind,as 
Philipthe king of Macedonia confeffeth ofhimſeltezwho 
in wraſtling rooke a fall vpon the ſand,andrifing, looked 
vponthe place, where he might {ce the print which his 
bodice had made to be compaſſed in aſmall peece of earth: 
where the whole world was too litle for his couctous 
mind. For ſo he ſpeaketh of him {&fe, 

The ambitious man which climeth to honour, the 
higher he is,the higher hewould be, he ſtill buildeth vp- 
watds. Nemrods tower is too low for him,andyetit was 
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high 1174.paces. The pride of Lucifer which wasamogſt 
the falling Angels in heauen, is now found among the 
ſonnes of men inthe earth, 

The voluptuous man is like him who hath the dco 
fie:the more he drinketh,the more he defireth;he ould 
lye deeper and longer with the {wine in the mire. 

The coucrous man ( as the granc) neuer faith there is 
inough. Gods good giftesare without vic buried in him. 
His arkeand his cheſt may be filled, but his heart in the 
cheſt of his body can neuer be ſatisfied. Honour, profitc, 
pleaſure, no carthly thing can content the heart of man. 
It is onely this Lord, this Sauiour, this Chriſt, which 
drawcth mens hcarts to heauen, and there tully ſatisficth 
rhem. : 

The Iſraclites in the wildernefle did cate Manna and 
drankeof the water out of the rocke , but hungred and 
thirſted, anddied in the end.Butthey which are fed with 
the true bread that came downe from heauecn,and drinke 
of the water of life, they ſhall neuer be more a thirſt, but 
ſhall haue cternall life. Chriſt Ieſus 1s the cuerflowing 8c 
oucrflowing well. Bleflcd are they that hunger & thirſt 
for him , for chey ſhall be ſatisfied in him : he is the pearle 


' for which we muſt fell all and buy him. He is our head, 


and withtheſcrpent we muſt be wiſeto ſuffer loſe in our 
bodies, 19 our goods, in our fame, in our libcrries, in our 

liucs, ſothat we keepe qur head ſafe. | 
ZEneas when Troy was won,hauing a grant(as all the 
citizens had)to caric away ſome one chiete thing, which 
hc made beſt account of, chole,, and tookeaway Patrios 
Penates, the gods of his countrey : preferringthem be- 
fore his father, his;goods, or any other thing whith 
might be of price with him. Which aQion of his, ma 
, "rea 
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teach vs in our deſires and aftefions, ro make choiſe of 
Chriſt, and lift vþ our hearts ro him. He rcquicerh inthe 
Goſpell,to be preferred before thoſe things, which other. 
wiſe be of moſt yalne with ys. Hethar doth not forſake 
father and mother is not worthic of me. He would not 
ſuffer one whom he called,to take his leaue of his friends 
at home, nor permit another to bury his father /a worke 
othumanitic and pictie, 

Hieronimus ad Heliozofrum hath a worthic indgement 
agrecableto this: /icef acollo paruulus penaeat infans:licet 
wbera quibus te natrierat, bender mater : licet in limine 
zaceat pater , vt te aChriſto retardent : abijciatur infans, 
contemne matrem,calcanaus eft pater : ſolum eſt pietatis ge- 
me in hi fuiſſe crudetem.

to gel whole Yaure both in = and death is in carth:and 
as the graſhopper hath wings, but flycth nor , ſomerimes

world, riches that ruſteth , before treaſure that laſteth, 
craſh and pelte, nortrue wealth which maketh happic, 
anic carthly yncertaintic beforethis Sauiour the Lord 
Icſus Chriſt, rhe onely author ofall felicicie. 

Thoſcfoules that feede grofiely neuer flic high: and 
they which feed their hearts with things below , can nor 
hauctheir affections in heauen. The Sunne drawcth out 
ofthe (cathecleareſt water , leauing the groſſeand dregs 
bebind,which ſome thinke is the cauſe ofthe ſalrneſle of 
the ſea: ſothe ſonne of God draweth vp the harrs ofthem 
that are pure, but leaucth below the carthly minded. 

ItChriſt bedeare vnto vs, ifthe day ſtarre be riſen in 


.our hcarrs, if we find inour ſoulesthat Chriſt is a Lord, 


a Icſus,a.Sauiour; ifthe power of thele offifes take place 
inour conſciences,it cannot be butour hats ſhal be with 
him. Gods ſpirit worketh this confeſſion in vs,thatwith 
feeling we may ſay the Lord is Icfus, as Pavle writerh, 1. 
Cor. 12.3. To;ſpeake the wordes without ſence thereof is 
ro0 vic. The parrot vitereth wordes , but knoweth no 
mcanipg : butthe godly do find with joy , that Chriſt is 
the way by truthto lite : the ladder by which they aſcend 
to heaven; the good ſhepheard, by whom they are fafe : 
the henne vader whoſe wingsthey reſt quictly, In him is 
their health, wealth,oy, af Elickie heistheirtreaſure, 


. andthereforetheir hcattsare with him:w hereby it com- 


meth to paſſe, that they long for anddefire his comming.

moſt deſired. The holy fathers who with theeye offaith 
a farre off ſaw that day, re1oyced, as Chriſt ſpeaketh of 
Abraham: and when he was come,there was great glad- 
neſle thereof. The Angell telleth the ſhepheards, that he 
brought tidings of great joy toall people. The ſamenighr 
that he was bornethere was great light, in token ofcom- 
fort: but athis death there was darkneſle ypanthe day, 
inſigneofforow. The Sunne put on his mourning gar- 
ment,and was aſhamed to looke yponthat cruelty, which 
the ſonnes ofmen were not afrayd ro commit. It that firſt 
comming of Chriſt was ſo ioytul, which was but meane 
and ſimple, alone and folitaric : when he cameto ſtand 
atthe barreto be iudged : when he gauevs burthecar- 
neſtof our ſaluation: thriſe more comfortable ſhall his ſc- 
cond comming be,which ſhalbe in gloric,atrended vpon 
with ten Sound of Saints and Angels: when he ſhall 
fit bim downe to iudgethe wicked,& giue full poſſeſſion 
the ele, 

"Then ſhall theſheepe be gathered into the fold, neuer 


tobe indannger of wandering,or ofthe wolfe: then ſhall 


the corne be 1nned into the barne, neuer to be ſhaken 
with the winde or weather againe : then ſhallthere bea 
Saboth, after which nowork-day ſhal follow: then ſhall 
be atcuerlaſting Tubilie , when all bondage ſhall ceaſe, 
andthe choſen ſhall enter to their inhericance, which nc- 
uer ſhall be raken from them. 

The hope of this day holdeth vp the heads of Gods

The carcleſſe carnall man hath no ſence or ſight of 
this day : but as the oxe is faued inthe paſture, and the 
bird lingeth ſweetely, and feederh without feare : and ſo- 
dainly the one iscarried tothe ſlaughter, the other taken 
inthe ſnare: Sothe worldlingsaredrowned in ſecuritic, 
and ſcldomethinke of, muckrleflewiſh for the comming

Some fewe who are ſong with ſinne , and forcethe 
wrath of God againſt them, do tremble and feare atthe 
remembranceofrthisday,aad wiſh itmight cither not be 
at all , jor. cl{c be deferred, ; and ſome fpoliſhly perſwade 


:themiſcluesthar it is farre;and fay asthe cuill ſeruant doth 
1n theGoſpell,my maiſter will deferre his comming. 


Butthe godly crie, Lord Ieſus come quickly: nowe 
tacy are wardes,thcn ſhall they cometo their owne:now 


they are inthe skirmiſh, thenſhall they be in theviRorie: 
' now they arc inthe tempeſtuous ſea, then ſhall they be 


inthe quiet hauen :now inthe heate ofthe day, then ſhall 
they be inthereſt of the eucning: now in place they arc 
abſent from Chriſt, though, in afteftion they be preſent 
with him: then ſhall they follow him whither ſocucr he 
gocth: nowethelr life is hidde with Chriſt, but when 
Chriſt ſhall appeate , they alſo ſhall appeare with him in 
gloric. 


In the cight chapter to the Romanes and nineteenth 


verſe, Paule ich, thatall the creaturesof God haucafer- 


uent defire for the reucaling ofthe ſonnes of God: much 
_ ſhouldthe-fonnes of God them ſclucs defire that 
Ta the fourteenth of che Reuclation, the word of God

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is likened tothe ſound 'ofmany waters,tothe thunder,to 
harping with harpes, becauſe inthe hearers ir hath di- - 
uerle ctteHtes, as this particular point which now I have 
in hand, For whenthecomming of Chriſt to iudgement 
is poken of, to carnall men it is an 1dle ſound , as if Nep- 
tune were moning the ſea: to other it isterrible and fear- 
full, as 1f Tupiter threwe his thunderbolt amongſtchem: 
theſe be wounded , but want the medicine. Burt to the c- 
left ir is ſweere mulicke, as if Apollo playcd vpon his 
harpe. I will iadge none, bur the word which I ſpeake 
will touch cuery one: our owne conſciences will accuſe 
vsas cateleſſe, and fearhill of Chriſts comming, or excuſe 
vs, as ioyfull therof. Let cucry one make choiſe of his 
companie , and fit him downe with his owne fellowes: 
either with the careleſſe, who neuer thinke of it, & their 
caſe is dangerous, vnlefſe God reuine them : or among 
the fearfull, of whom there is no hope, volciie God heale 
and curethem : or with the faithfull, who arc in blefitd 
ſtare, becauſe their redemption draweth neare... 
 "Thisisthe chaungein theſoules of the godly, which 

muſt go beforethatotherofthe body , as Auguſtine ſaith, 
Anima debet prims reſurgere per gratiam quam corpus re- 
ſargat ad gloria: the foule mult rilc againe in newnefle of 
life by the grace of God beforethe bodie ſhall ciſeto glo- 
ric.Ofthe which changeefthe bodie I will now intreare 
inthe ſame orderasT firſt pointed itout, : 
Our bodies they are vile, baſe, tull ofinfirmities: and 
therefore inthe Scriptures compared to weake & meanc 
things, to graſle, tathe flower ofthe ficld, E/2.40.to duſt 
and aſhes, Gez.18.27. to houſes ofclay, /ob. 4-19 tocarth- 
houſes ofthis tabernacle, 2.Cor.5.1. Our bodics when 
they are young, are weake twigges, whenthey are olde,

are doting trees, inthe belt age as veſſels of glaſſe, yea 
more britleas Auguſtine ſaith; for by carchull looking 
ynto, glaſſes are kepralong time after their death who 
made them and vſed them. Eueriecreature liueth of his 
owne : but man for the maintenance of his vile bodie, 
hath alicence to begge, and craucth the helpe of cucric 
creature, The Suaaolcndertrhim light: the ayre breath: 
the water drinke : the beaſtes, birds and fiſhes, and foules 
feed him with their fleſh,and cloath him with their haire; 
wooll and skin. The rich man inthe Goſpell, who was 
cloathed in purple , whence had he it but of the ſheepes 
flecce for the matter, and of the ſhell fiſh for the colour ? 
His fine linnen, which nowe bcareth all the viewe for 


' bands like windmill failes , which may not vntitly beſo 


rermed, becauſe mens heads are caricd about with cuerie 
wind and blaſt of yanitic : whence and what is it but the 
barkeand as it were theskin ofthe line and flaxe. The 
filke wherein euen meane perſons do ruffle, is but the ex- 
crements ofrhe wormes, The golde and pearles where- 
withthis bodic is attyred, are thegutsand bowels ofthe 
carth : yea ſome do borrdw the haire of the dead. 

We came naked into this world, and ſhould ſo conti- 
nucif we had not help ofthe creatures, who lend vs their 
feathers to couer vs, as in thecnd naked we mult returne 


. tothecarth. They that become of noble houles , borne 


of honorable parents, deſcended of the kings ſtockeand 
bloodroyal, yethauc their bodies vile, as Paul here mea- 


nah, asſubierodiſcaſes, as needing all helps for health, 


as vrableto cndure labour , heate, cold,to abide hunger, 
thirſt, as vnableto wantſleepe, reſt, as other men. There- 
fore waa Oy begreat hauc their bodics vile, much 
more wethat be wormesand nomen, 

Alexander - 


. Clexander was perlwaded by flatterers, that he was 
the ſonneof Iupiter, agodand no man: bur by want of 


ſleepe when he was wearic, and by ſmart of body when + 


he was wounded , confelled that he was morrtall as 0- 
thers be. 

The Game Alexander with a proud mindefayling yp 
Nilus, intending to find the (pri ha wehich yer ne- 
uer could be knowen , was perſwaded by an old man to 
returne, who gaue hima pearle of this propertie, that 
being layd inballance with anie mertall,it was to heauy, 
bur coucring it with duſt, a feather was heauicr then it, 
By which was meant , that Alexander him ſelfe , whoin 
his life rime was too ſtrong & mighticfor allthe world, 
being dead was as weakeas other men, So that fickneſſe 
and death, are incidentto the greateſt of all : whereby is 
plaine, how vileand baſe bake are, 

This cuttcth downethe pride ofall che world , where 
cucric man kiſeth his owne handes, and thinketh too 
well of himſelfe for his birth, ſtrength, youth , beautie. 
We:mult remember that we were made of the lime of 
the carth, and muſt rcturneto the duſt: cuen the beſt and 
higheſt of vs all muſt confeſle as 706. 17.13. Thegraue 
ſhall be my houſe: I ſhall make my bed in thedarke: I 
ſhall ayro corruption, thou art my father, and tothe 
wormes, you are my ſifterand mother. 

There is anold riddle, what ſhould be both the mo- 
ther and the daughter : the anſwer is of the iſe: butt may 
as well befaid ofthe bodics of men which arc' made of 
theduſt, and ſhall thither returne againe, - | 

Theconſideration that our bodies arcy1ileſhould take 
away that too much curioitie to attirc and pamper the 


bodic: which commonly en 
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of them (clues, deeming their bodies to-betoogoodto. 
be fed but with dainties , or cloathed butwith coſtly ap- 
parcll. The winde may not. blowe ypon them; nor £ 
ſunne ſhine ypon them. Our beginoing is baſe of the 
carth : our abode here is full of yncerraine proſperitie or 
ſundricmiſcries: our end is moſt vile. Wemultdic like 
the beaſtes as Dauid faith'P/al. 49.12. T his is the ſtate of 
our bodies before they be chaunged and made liketothe . 
glorious bogdie of Chriſt, 

Some light of this glorie Petey ſaw when Chriſt was 
transfigured, CAL. 17. 2. His face did ſhineasthe ſunne, 
and his clothes were whitcas the light. 

_ Ofthis Daniell ſpeaketh inthe twelfe chapter & third 
verſe. They that be wiſe ſhall ſhine as the brightneſſe of 
the firmament; and they that turne many to righreouſs 
neſſe, ſhall ſhine as the ſtarres for cucr and euer. | 

. 1,Cor.15. 43. the Apoſtlefaith, they riſc in incorrup- 
tion, in glorie, in- power, aſpirituall bodic. Hethatloo- 
ked _ Ierufalem, as it isdeſcribedin the Scriptures, 
ſhall ſcethe houſes, gates, walles, ſtrong and fairoryer 
made oftimber, ſtone, and ordinaric matter, Butthe new 
Ieruſfalem in the Reuelation is moſt glorious, the walles 
of Taſpir, the foundations of pes ſtones, the gates o 

rles, the paucment of . For our capacitic the 
Fri of Gol doth thus ok the ar berths | 
—_ inthis lite, and things inthat better life, And the 
likediffterence there is in our bodies. = 

Now they arc but ſhadowes, but then they ſhall be as 
the ſunne: now theyare ſimplemen, then they ſhall beas 
the Angels of God:now they arcas cloudes,ſome higher 
ſome lower, ſome brighter ſome darker , as mens places 
differ inthe world , but all hanging yncertainly inthe 


aire 
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aire, theri ſhall they be as the ſtarres in the heauens : now 
they are as gold inthe mine mingled with the earth,then 
they ſhall be purified ſeuen times in the fire: now our bo- 
dicsare vile, then made like the glorious bodic of Chriſt. 

Then all teares ſhall be wiped away,all infirmitie ſhall 
ceaſc,all deformiric ſhal haue an end. There ſhalbe health 
withourſickneſle, ſtrength without weakneſle, plealure 
without paine, youth withoutoldeage. Reſt ſhall not be 
needfull, for there ſhall be no labour , there ſhall be felici- 
tie with certaintie, and life without the reach and gun- 
ſhot ofdeath: now our bodics are vile, then like the glo- 
rious bodie of Chriſt, - 

Let vs not therefore be diſmayed in the ſuudriedanun- 
pers : nor let not our heattsfaileand fall in the moſt grie-

neither can ir bring deſtruftion. Ir may ouetthrowethe 


bodie into the graue,and theredeath ſhal haue dominion 


for a ſeaſon : butatthelaſt our bodies ſhall be taken our

Thisaccountthe Martyrs of God hauemade: Ouid/i 
tyrannus ſit ipterfettoy corporis met cum Deus ſit ſaſceptor 
anime , & erit reſtitutor corporis mei?

What ifthe 
tyrant kill my bodic ſeeing thar' God will receive my 
ſoule, and will alſo reſtore my bodie?

That God is w uling,both aborly of Scriptures and 
reaſon agreeing thereuntodoth warrant vnto vs.Eſe.26. 
19. Thy dead men ſhall lwue, euco with my bodie ſhall 
they ariſe: awake and ſing yethat ſleepeiathedult: for 
thy draw jsasthe deaw. of herbes, and the canth ſhall caſt 
outher dpd. tf, 

Ezech. 37.14. I wil open your jes,and bring you 
fooxrh of your Cain 0 44 o 
.- Joh,$.28. The honrcſhallGcomewhen all they thatare 
in athe graues, ſhall hearethevoyce ofthe Sonncof God, 
and ſhall come foorh. :

© I.Corinth.' IS. "There isa inſt treatiſe of this matter, 
and mante reafons alledged why the dead ſhould riſe a- 
gainc. Many miſchicuous inconucniences and 1nconuc- 
nient miſchiefcs;doe followethe denying or doubring 
hereof: as thar Chriſt is nocriſen : : that Paule had prea- 
chedan vnuruth: tharthe people had belecuedan yntruth: 
that the Apoſtles had benc falſe witnefles, Againe, that 
their ſinnes were not taken away : that the deadare vr- 

ly periſhed: that to hope in hciſt is moſt miſerable. 

oft is Chriftianorum eft reſurrettjo mortuorum : the 
NC ofthe dead, as Ter= 
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ofthem that riſe againe: and by his reſurreion hath an- 


ftified all the eleft thereunto. Whatſocuer Adam hath 
loſt, Chriſt hath reſtored : bur Adam loſt life, and by his 
finne brought in death , which Chriſt hath vanquiſhed 
in his death, Fazcher , the beginners in religion, when 
their death approched, made haſt to be baptized : nor 
thatthcir bodics might be waſhed cleane for the grauc, 
but rather clcanſcd againſt the happic day of the reſurre- 
ion ; as Epiphanius in Corinthianos expoundeth that 
point. Laſtly,the godly endure perſecutiontono purpole 
iftherebeno riſing againe, 

Thenameand nature of death doth prouethe reſur- 
re&tion. Forit1s aſlcepe, and ſo named manytimes in 
the Scriptures: aS 1. Theſſal. 4.13. Brethren I would nor 
haue you 1gnorant concerning them that ſleepe, that you 

ſorrow not as they which hauc no hope. _Uuguſt. epiſt. 
120. cap. 32. Quingue _ fatue & quinque ſapientes 
dormicrunt ,id eſt , moricbantur : mors enim in Scripturis 
dicitur ſomnus propter reſurrettionemvelat euigilationem. 
The fiue fooliſh virgins and the fiue wile {lept: that is, 
died: fordeath in the Scriptures is called {I:epe, and in 
reſpe&t ofthe reſurreFtion, as it wereanawaking againe. 
Dearth is a {weet ſleep withoutdreams as Socrates named 
1t: not an cuerlaſting ſleepe as Secwndis the Philoſopher 
faid to Adrienw the Emperor. It may becalledabraſen 
ſleep,a ſtrong & along leepe,for ſo Homer thinkerh of ic. 

That which Chriſt ſpakcofthe rulers daughter , may 
berruly affirmed ofall chem that bedeparted our ofthis 
life; that they arc not dead, bur fallen a ſleepe, and ar 
the Jaſtday ſhall riſe againe. Theplaces ofburiall forihis 

" cauſcare called cemeterie,of which men would not haye 
wane bontbeagatmaNien, . 
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Olde father Iacob vypon his death bed in Egypt, ma- 
keth his ſonnero burie him 1n the holy land: and Ioſeph 
at his death giueth commaundement to his brethrento 
carrieaway his bones. W hich deſire of theirs was part= 
lyto be frec from that idolatrous nation euen when they 
weredead: bur chiefly it ſhewed the hope ofthis change. 
Tobias is commended for burying the dead : and Chriſt 
ſayd, that the woman who annointed his bodic to buri- 
all, ſhould be ſpoken off in all the world. The men of Ja- 
bes Gilead ſhewed mercic vpon Saul and Ionathan, in 
burying their bodies. Tala pietats of ficia ad mortuorum - 
corpora pertinent propter fidem reſurrettionss aſtruendam. 
CHug. I. Ae Cinit. Dei. ap. 13. Such duties of godlineſle 
do apperraine tothe dead, in token that we belecue the 
reſurreftion. 

The iuſtice of God requirerh this , that the bodies of 
men , hauing bene partners in well or cuill doing with 
the ſoule in rhis life, ſhould bepartners in reward or pu- 
niſhment after this life. The hand which is open to re» 
ceiue bribes, the foote which is ſwift toſhed blood, the 
ronguethat ſpeaketh proud th ings ,thecyes that behold 
vanitie, the caresthat arc open doores to ler in ynchaſt 
ralke; the minde a neſt ofwicked imaginations, the head 
that deuiſeth miſchicfe.andenill, the heart which boys 
leth in Inſt and malicious reuenge : cuery part with the 
whole which is afellow with the ſoule in {inning , ſhall 
beare companic inthe puniſhment; Contrariwiſe , thoſe 
bodies which haue borne the heate and burthen of the 
day : ſhall hauc parr of the penic and wages. | 

The Hebriie DoQors haue made plainethis by a pa- 
rable deuifedin this ſort: Aman planted a vineyard, and 
hauing cauſero go from home, was carctull co leaue ang 
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watchrnen as might keepe it ſafe from ſtrangers,and fuch 
as ſhould not deceiue him them ſelues : therefore he ap- 
pointed two,the one was blind, but ſtrong ofhis limbes, 
the other had his ſight but was a creeple. In the abfence 
oftheir maiſter, they conferred how todeceiue him: and 
craftily the blind tookethe lame man ypon his backe,and 
got of the frute. Atthe returne oftheic Maiſter , he found 
outtheirſubtilty, that they had ioynedtheir labour roge- 
cher, and ſo he puniſhed them both rogerher. 
Manſtandeth ottwo partes : the bodte is blinde , but 
ſtrong to commit fin: the ſoale hath his ſight & know- 
ledge, but vnableto worke outward wickednefle : bur 
both helpe forward to finne,and therefore in iaſtice muſt 
abide the puniſhment. 2. Cor. 4.18. Ve muſt all appeare 
before the indgement ſeare of God , that euery man may 
recciuethethings which he hath done in his bodie whe» 
ther they be good or cuill, 
.> The infinice goodnefſe of Godto his people , nor the 
vp-hcaped mecalure of his ſenericie againſt the vngodly, 
could nor be ſhewed, if this chaunge ſhould not be, For 
nowthe ioy oftheele& and paine ofthe wicked, is but as 
adreame to that which ſhalbe. E/a.61.7. For your ſhame 
you ſhal recciue double; cuerlaſting ioy ſhalbe ynto you. 
W hich place Zyre and the enterlincd gloſſe expound of 
toy of fouleand bodie. | 
Thetruth of God cannot ſtand ifthis chaunge ſhould 
not be. For he hath promilcd to raiſe vs vp atthe laſt day, 
and that not one haire of our hcad ſhall periſh : Luke 1.4. 
W henthou makeſt afeaſt call thepoore, lame,8c.who 
, cannot reward thee, but it ſhalbe recompenced ar the re- 
ſurre&ion of the inſt. The laſt enemie that ſhall be de- 
ſtroyed isdeath, 1. Coy, 15, Andleſt death mightalleadge 
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reſcription,God hath 1n all times ofthe world hindered 
* cla and taken from him the bodic of ſome ,to 
ſhew that he had nile & right ynto them. As in the time 
of nature he tooke Enoch: in the time of the Lawe, he 
rooke away Heljas: inthetime of Chriſt , he rooke our 
Sauiour. To conclude this point, the authoritie of the 
Scriptures, the reaſons ofthe Apoſtle, the name of death 
to beleepe, the maner of buriall , the tuſtice, mercic and 
truth of God: areſtrong chaines to binde vs to belecue: 
and are ſure proppes to yphold this maine piller of our 
faith, thatour bodics ſhall be changed, By theſe it is cui- 
dent that God is willing as his powers anſwerable ther- 
unto. . 

God hath giuen to his creatures ſome portion of his 
power , whereby things are brought to paſſe which ſha- 
dow out this change, which by his ownearmec he will 
bring to paſle. 

he Lyon being long abſcnt from his whelpesy be- 
cauſe in due time he could not find his pray, findingthenr 
dead, roarcth in his caue, and reutueth them againe. The 
Pellicane by her blood quickeneth her young ones. Za: 
fHantizs worthely deſcribeth the maner of the Phornix 
death andbirth againe out ofherowne aſhes. 

The firelyeth hid intheflint ſtone, yer a ſmall force 
will make it appeare. The ſunne ſerteth and riſerh againe: 
the moone waineth,, and renueth her light: trees are cut 
downe, yetthey ſpring afreſh: the herbes wither inthe 
winter ſeaſon, but are grecneagaine in the ſommer time. 
The whole courſe of naturetelleth vs that we ſhall die, 
and putterh vs in hopeof our riſing againe. Our nayles 
being pared, our haire veing cut = yer they increaſe 
and groweagaine. Ifthedead part ofour bodie be _ 
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red by the ordinarie power of God in nature : much 
moreſhall the bodies of men be reſtored by che mightie 
power of God. 

W hat if our bodies be conſumed to aſhes inthe fire, 
dryed in ſhew to nothing inthe aire, rotten to duſt inthe 
earth, ſwallowed vp offiſhes in the ſca, thoſe fiſhes taken 
and caten of men, thoſe men deuoured of wild beaſtes, 
thoſe beaſts madea pray to rauenous foules : Diſperſe as 
farreas may be by imagination, the partes of mans body: 
yet ſhall this mightie power of God call them together a- 
gainc. Aug. de Cinitate Dei,lib. 22.cap.20. Abſit vt aliquis 

fins nature ita recipiat aliquid ſubtrattum a ſenſibus no- 
ftris , vt omnino creatoris aut lateat ſcientiam , aut efſugiat 
poteitatem . God torbid that any ſecret place ſhould be 
chought ſo to hide any thing remoucd from our ſenſes, 
thac it can either be kept from the knowledge of the crea- 
cor, orauoyd his power. For this cauſe the ſea is ſayd to 
piue vp her dead, Apor. 20, 13. becauſethe bodicsthat pc- 
riſh there, arcleaſt liketo bereſtorcd, 

But looke howeeafie it is forthe husbandman by his 
ſcruants to gather the wheate into his barne: ſo calicit is 
for God by his Angels, to bring all people before him. 

The potter can makea new vellcll of the ſamelumpe 
ofclay itthe firſtfaſhion diſlike him : much more is God 
able, out ofthcir duſt to raiſe againe our dead bodies. As 
the Captuine by the ſound of his trumpet doth awake his 
fouldiers : ſothetrumpe- ſhall blowe, and the dead ſhall 
riſe: for all ſhail hearethat great yoyce, whercof Chry/0- 

tome thus ſpeaketh : Fere vox magna eſt que petr as ſein- 

art, monumenta frangit, vninerſos mortuos reſurgere facit, 

CF ad indicium ire compellit, Ic1s ſurely a great or ſtrong 

voyce, that cleaucth the rockes,thaf breakerh tombs,thar 
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raiſcth the dead, and that drawcthmen to iudgement. 
Shall napkins be —— from Paules bodie to the 


ſicke, and diſcaſes depart from them : ſhallthe ſhadow of 
Peter helpe the weakeand ſicke: ſhall Elizeusthinke by 
ſending his ſtafte to reuinethe Sunamites ſonne : ſhal the 
fayd Elizeus bones giuclife to a dead corps caſt into his 
graue? And ſhall notthe mightie power of God change 
theſe vile bodies, and makethem like the glorious body 
of Chriſt > | 

Aarons rod had leaues, bloomes and almonds : Moy- 
ſes ſtaffe was made a liuing ſerpent: Sara her dead wobe 
was mother toaſonne. Theſe ſaith Epiphaniws (ib. 1. he- 
reſ.g9.arc ſome tokens ofthe reſurreftion. Thegraue may 
bethe mother of the ſonnes ofthe ceſurreftion, having 
this great power of God to ſtrengthen it, 

TheBehemoth isa huge beaſt vpothe land: his bones 
are like ſtaues of brafle, and his litle bones are like ſtaues 
of iron: the trees and reedes are too low to couer him:the 
riuer Tordan ſeemeth not enough for him to drinke. The 
Leuiathan is a monſtrous fiſh in the ſea:out of his mouth 
ro ſparkes and lampes offire: his heart is as ſtrong as the 
Rome, and as hard as the neather milſtone: he eſteemeth 
brafle as ſtraw, and iron as rotten wood. 7ob.40. 

Ifthere be ſuch power inthe creatures, farre morein 
thecreator. Chriſt commandeth the windes and the ſea, 
and they obey him: he chargeth alegion of yncleane ſpi- 
rites, and they departe at his word: hewraſtleth with 
dcath and taketha fall, and 1s caricd priſoner intothe 

rauc,, which is the ſtrongeſt hold ed caſtle of death ; 


t he burſteth his bandes, and breaketh openthe gates, 
and cakethawaythepower ofdcath ,and willintheend

Chriſt raiſed the rulers daughter inthe houſe, and the 
widowes ſonne carried out to be buried, and Lazarus 
which had yen fower daycs in thegraue. For with him 
itisall oneto reſtoreto lite, them thar haue bene lately or 
long dead. For asthe beame ofthe eye diſcerneth in like 
ſpace, things that be neare and things farre off : ſo doth 
the power of Godin this caſe. THuguſt, Epiſt. 4.9, victh 
this compariſon. 

The garments ofthe Iſraclites waxed not old , neither 
weretheir ſhoes worne in 40. yeares. This was done by 
the prouidence of God for that people: neither ſhall che 
bodies of men by death and corruption be ſo waſted, but 
the Lord by his power ſhall renew them. God can ofthe 
ſtones raiſe yp children ynto Abraham: farre more caſlic 
is itto raiſe our bodics againe out oftheir owncdult. 

It is poſſible with God that a cammell or a cable be 
drawen through the eye ofa needle : therefore death can 
not ſhut yp the graue ſo cloſe, but God will and can draw 
outthencetheſe our vile bodies, and make them like the 
glorious bodic of Chriſt. 

It one Angell in one nightcan bring downeto death 
185000. of thegreateſt men 1n Senacheribs armie : ſball 
not infinite thouſands of Angels call from death all the 
world, hauing this yvanquiſhing power working with 


them? 


To winde vpall: it was harder for God to make wo- 
man ofthe ribbe of man, to make man of the ſlime ofthe 
earth, to make the carth,the heauen,and all in them both 
and betweenethem both ofnothing,thento raiſe vp man 
out of his owne duſt : which ifour eyes cannot ſee, nor 
our ynderſtanding conceiue, nor our reaſon reach ynto: 


yet our faith will apprehend it, being founded vpon the 
E ij 
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wil of God declared in bis word, and grounded vpon his 
power ſhewed in his workes . The want of theſe two 
foundations was the cauſe of this error inthe Sadducees: 


for ſo Chriſt reproueth them. Do ye nor erre,not know- - 


ing the Scriptures nor the power of God ? 

The wiſc Athenians mocked at Paul when they heard 
himpreachthe reſurreftion : and Feſ{us ſayd he had o- 
uer ſtudied himfelfe, and by too much learning was be- 
come mad, when he diſputed before him of the ſame 
matter.But the godly are nor faithlefle bur beleeuc,as Iob 
confeſſeth : I knowethat my redeemer liueth , 8c. and 
Martha faithof her brother: I knowe he ſhall riſe atthe 
laſt day. Forthey build their beleefe ypon theſe two pil- 
lers,the will and power of God: notcalling fleſh and rea- 
ſonto counſell. For as Auguſtine ad Voluſianum ſaith : St 
ratio queritur non erit mirabile: ſiexemplum poſcitur non 
erit /angulare. Demns aliquid poſſe Deum quod fateammr nos 
non poſſe inueſtigare : tota ratio fatti intalibus eſt potentia 

{acientis:Ttrealon be ſought, ic will not be ſtrange: if an 
example beasked, ir will not be fingular. Lertysgraunt 
that God cando ſomething the reaſon whereof we can- 
not find out: In ſuchthings the whole reaſon of the deed, 
15the power of thedoer, 

The foreſight ofthis chaunge ſhould make vs warte to 
_ cleane our bodies : ſeeing they muſt be chaunged 
and madeliketo Chriſts glorious bodie, 

The husbandman hath great care of that corne which 
is for his ſeede: our bodies arc the ſeed of therefurreftion, 
The huſwife will keepe ſweete and faire thoſe veſlels 
which are for thetables our bodics are veſſels or ſhould 
beveſlels of ſanQification, The Church and temple of 
God ſhould be kept cleane and'comely: our bodies = 
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thetemples ofthe holy Ghoſt :cherefore ſhould be heed- 
fully looked vnto. 

Thus is litle thought of, ofthe opprcfſour , who is be- 
comea Lyons deane full of pray and ravine: or of the 
drunkard, who maketh him ſelfe a ſwill-tub: or of the 
proud man, who makcth his bodie a painted pupper: or 
ofthe luxurious man, who is a cage of vaclcane birds,or 
rather a ſtable or a ſtye, Wediſhonour Godas much by 
abuſing our bodies, as Ichu did thetemple of Baal , who 
madeitan houſe of the vileſt vſe, God neuet tooke plea= 
ſure with his Temple of Ieruſalem aſter it was defiled by 
the Babylonians , but burnt it downe with fire: and he 
hathin ſtore a more feartull fire if we abuſe our bodics. 

Therefore let vs be carctull to vſe well theſe crackt . 
and brittle veſſels, for that they muſt be in berter caſe:now 
vile, but ſhall be changed, and madelike theglorions bo- 
die of Chriſt: and ſhall be ynited to theſoulcs,and receiue 
that bl:ſled inherirace which God the Fatherof old hath 

repared, Godthe Sonne oflate hath purchaſed, God the 
holy Ghoſt doth dayly feale in the hearts of Gods chil- 
dren, To w hichthree perſons, one true andeuers 
living God, beall honor, glorieand prailc 
both now and for cucr, Amen, 
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
